Answer: The hydrochloric acid 
of the stomach is counteracted by 
the use of alkalies. If this treat- 
ment seems advisable, cither soda, 
dry magnesia, or milk of magnesia 
would accomplish this purpose. The 
preference of one alkali over the 
other would depend upon the indi- 
vidual case and had best be deter- 
mined by your consulting physician,

Answer: If I were you I wouldn't 
worry much about freckles, In 
fact, with these March winds blow- 
ing, my own freckles are coming 
out in full bloom and I am not 
worrying a bit. Your face may be 
more interesting because of the 
freckles, but certainly cannot look 
“terrible”, There are many free- 
kle removers on the market, but 
any of them are Hable io injure the 
skin. You cannot remove freckles 
without iInury any more thah a 
leopard can change his spots.

Heavy Task 

“We recognize,” states the report, 
“that a very heavy task was placed on 
the commission and we appreciate the 
value of the immense amount of data 
secured during its investigations, but 
we belleve many of ile conclusions are 
not jn accordance with the informa- 
tion furnished for our consideration,” 

The municipalities committee met 
in the office of the chairman, Mayor 
F. E. Osborne of Calgary, on Tuesday 
Jan, 8 last, In addition to the chair- 
man, the following were present:
